Stop the' Unlawful 
Practice of the Law 


P R O P O S IT IO N NO. 2 4 


To the Votert of Orange County i« 


' An act wag adopted by the legislature at it* 
last sealion and approved by the Governor, to 
protect the public by regulating the practice 
of law. 
This law now comes before the vot­ 
er by referendum, invoked by certain trust 
co m p an ies which are profiting by the contin­ 
uation of present abuses. 
T his proposition 
will be submitted to you for your vote there­ 
on, on November 7th, under Proposition No. 
24, on the ballot. 


This law is necessary to protect the public 
against the practice of law by two classes of 
unauthorized persons: 
First— lawyers, dis­ 
barred by the courts as unworthy of confi­ 
dence, who under the guise of office practice 
impose upon the public; 
secon d -certain 
trust companies engaged in the practice of 
law for the purpose of securing control of 
large estates for their own profit by writing 
wills, wherein they name themselves executors 
and trustees. 


Form WILLS, prepared and used by these 
trust companies show the character of this 
abuse. 
These wills tie up the estate in the 
hands of the trust company for a long period 
of time; it permits the trust company to ex­ 
change securities owned by it which may be 
of doubtful value for sound securities accu­ 
mulated by the deceased. 
In this and oth­ 
er ways it attempts to nullify provisions of 
the law, made for the protection of widows 
and orphans. 
To doubly secure the trust 
company’s grasp on the estate, the wills fur­ 
ther provide that any heir who contests the 
will or the trust shall forfeit his interest in 
the estate. 
It attempts to cut off the widow 
with one dollar if she dares to claim her share 
of the community property. 
The testator is 
thus induced to deprive his heirs of ordinary 
safeguards which the law provide* against 
the unfairness and greed of* the trustee, and 
the widow and children are made dependents 
of the trust company. 


The trust officer who advises customers to 
sign such wills obviously is promoting the in­ 
terests of the corporation which hires and 
pays him, and is not safeguarding the maker 
of the will. 
For no man can serve two mas­ 
ters. 


The act expressly recognizes the right of 
any 
person to 
prepare 
ordinary 
business 
agreements and conveyances and give advice 
incidental thereto 
Any person may draw a 
deed, lease, note, contract or any other kind 
of business instrument for him self or his 
neighbor. 
No bank or trust company is ad­ 
versely affected in the transaction of its au­ 
thorized and legitimate business. 


The act does not prevent real estate agents, 
bankers, notaries public or other persons 
from 
drawing 
deeds, 
mortgages, 
options, 
leases, notes, escrows or any ordinary busi­ 
ness instruments. 
Statements to the con­ 
trary are false and misleading, as any per­ 
son can see by reading the act. 


The act does 
prohibit 
disbarred 
attor­ 
neys, trust companies and other unauthorized 
persons from imposing upon the public by 
carrying on the practice of law as a business. 


Similar laws in force in twenty-four states, 
including New York, Massachusetts, Illinois, 
Iowa and Missouri, have met with public ap­ 
proval.

east of P itcairn , w hich the crew 
reached a fte r IS days In 
sm all 
boats. 
T hey rem ained on the 
island nine m onths, until rescued 
by a passing vessel. 
Almost 39 years later, In 1910 
Clark, a prom fM nt M ason of Los 
Angeles, follow ing the death 
of 
his wife, set out once m ore for 
Pitcairn, w ith his son, who later 
m arried an island woman, d eter­ 
m ined to spend the rest of his 
life in the tropical paradise. 
Became 
Isolated 
Pitcairn in the days of sailing 
vessels and before th e com pletion 
of the Panam a canal, was visited 
frequently for fresh fru it and oth 
er foods.

M utiny Forgotten

anis was held by the islanders, it 
is said they agreed to forget his 
part in th e B ounty m utiny. 
P itcairn is now a very fertile 
land, w ith sw eet potatoes, yam s, 
tura, corn, coffee, bananas, cocoa 
nuts, pineapples and other tro p i­ 
cal products in abundance.

GAS ENGINES FOR SHIPS 


For a dozen years internal combustion engines of 
the Diesel type have been tested in small sea-going 
craft and have been watched with interest. 
Marine 
engineers have commented favorably upon their ad­ 
vantages and their progressive development, but the 
belief has been general that the geared steam turbine 
was the last word in propulsion at sea. 
Now word comes from London that one of the! 
greatest of Glasgow shipyards has just contracted 
to build, for the Union Steamship Line of New Zea­ 
land, a 600-foot, eighteen-knot liner which is to be 
propelled by internal combustion engines. 
At last, 
it is reported, men have learned to construct engines 
of this type which can be depended on to produce as 
much power as the geared turbine. Says the London 
dispatch: 
“lf the Union Steamship Company’s vessel proves 
a success on the run between New Zealand and 
Vancouver, there can be no reason of an engineering 
character for the use of the steam engines on any 
steamship lines. 
There may be economic reasons, 
associated with the cost of fuel and the convenience 
of fueling stations, but that is another matter.
